Naturally his retirement has 


caused an immense amount of gossip 
in naval circles. 


Rear Admiral Crowninshield 
was 


disappointed because the Illinois, the 
flagship he was given when he left 
the bureau of navigation to assume 
command of the European station 
last April, was taken away from him 
at the conclusion of the winter man- 
euvers in the Caribbean. This was in 
accordance with a plan of the gener- 
al board of the navy, to concentrate 
all the battleships of the navy into 
the North Atlantic 
squadron 
and 


Asiatic squadron. 


He made a communication to the 


navy department against the change. 
Tbe Brooklyn was decided upon, as 
the flagship of the European squad- 
ron, and rush orders were issued to 
have heV ready for sea by June 1. 


.This 
was not 
satisfactory 
to 


Crowninshield. 
His friends 
here, 


however-, .declare that itbe -taking 
away of the Illinois was too small 
a thing to have caused him to leave 
the active list of the navy, but that 
his decision to do so was the outcome 
of a desire formed several years ago 
to seek retirement when he had 
reached flag rank and had rounded 
out his long naval career by the com- 
mand of a fleet. 


Rear Admiral Crownin&hield's ser- 


vice is considered etoinently valuable 
by the navy department. He entered 
the navy in September, 1860, and has 
therefore been in the service! for near" 
ly forty-three1 years, 
during which 


time he has held 
many important 


posts, including that of chief of the 
bureau of 
navigation 
during 
the 


troublesome 'period of the 
Spanish- 


American war, when the 
United 


States nav/ developed its 
greatest 


efficiency and achieved its greatest 
renown. 


During the 
Schley 
controversy 


Rear Admiral Crowninshield was the 
target of attack for the friends of 
Rear Admiral Schley and for that por 
tion of the press sympathetic to the 
Schley side ot the controversy, Not- 
withstanding this, 
ibis service 
as 


chief in the bureau of navigation was 
eminently satisfactory to the navy 
department. 
He left the bureau of 


navigation to command the European 
squadron in April last 


As a result of Admiral Crownin- 


shield's retirement, Captains Francis 
A. Cook and Purnell F. 
Harrington 


will be advanced to the grade of rear 
adimiral. Captain Cook 
is not 
in 


good health, however, and will prob- 
ably be promoted subject to examina- 
tion. He may retire within a short 
time.

ROBERT EMMET'S BIRTHDAY.

I rich Patriot

vice in the entire world, and from the 
one man who originated it, it now 
takes nearly thirty thousand men to 
carry it on "

closing speech of Mr. Barrow, counsel 
for the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, before the strike commission: 


r I -want to say tbat this strike, from 


first to last, was due to the blind, auto- 
cratic. stupid spirit of these operators, 
tbat their men should not organize- 
nothing else. It was not because they 
thought they should have no more 
money, for I am Inclined to think that 
these gentlemen would have raised the 
wages by this time, strike or no strike. 
At least they came into this court one 
after the other and practically con- 
ceded that they should hare raised 
them and should now raise them. They 


I were not willing to do It then. But I 


j cannot understand how Mr. Baer, as 
' president of the Reading railroad, can 
j raise his wages, and how the president 


of ; the Pennsylvania railroad can raise 
bJa '\j,hen\they are dealing with the 
-railrqade and still say that these men, 
infinitely poorer paid, in an employ- 
ment generally more dangerous, in an 
occupation certainly more disagreeable 
and onerous, should have no share in 
the increased prosperity which has 
come to them and which has come to 
tho common country. 


It was not, then, the question of 


wagea. These gentlemen precipitated 
the greatest conflict between capital 
and labor which the world has ever 
seen, the most gigantic stnke in histo- 
ry, because m their minds it \vas ti 
question of mastery— nothing else; be- 
cause they felt and they believed that 
upon this contest depended the ques- 
tion of whether they should be the 
masters or whether the men should be 
the musters. 


Neither should be the result of this 


contest. They, with their feudal ideas 
that the men who ia souie mysterious 
way have bceu placed in the ownership 
nud tho 'possession o^ industry arc the 
masters, that they have the right to 
make the rules and the regulations and 
set the wages— set them, as 1 will show 
they did in this case, by 
schedule on a door- tbfcy, whi 
that for one moment to accede 


\ demands nnd requests of these men 
| would menu tunt they were no longer 


the masters, thought they had better 
let the water come into their mines and 
drown them out nnd destroy their prop- 
erty rather than submit. 


Neither can I believe that this wai 


entirely Uue to the, mine owners when 
I consider that they were willing to 
take these fearful chances, to let the 
country fnce this oonl fa ml no, to let 
their mines be destroyed. I *ec in this 
stubborn, cruel Unlit, where the weap- 
on used by iho operator* w«* starva- 


tion, wiiere inoy depenaeu not upon 
starving men uioue, but, expected that 
lb,e men would" listen to the sttrviug 
cries of wives and children to give up 
this struggle. I believe the operators 
were induced and urged by the rail- 
road companies to believ,e that here in 
the coal region was the final struggle 
to determine who were the masters iu 
this country, whether the men were 
chattels or whether they were men en- 
dowed with the same right to look the 
other contracting party squarely in the 
face, the same right to make thei* own 
terms as to the hours of labor, the 
days of labor, the price of labor when 
they are selling their lives, as~the mas- 
ter does when he is buying the labor- 
er's life. 


This was th* struggle, and this waa 


the cause, and I wish to prove this 
matter to this commission, not from oui 
testimony, but from that of these gen- 
tlemen alone. I prove it from their 
own mouths and place the responsibil- 
ity where it belongs, upon these men, 
who cannot understand that the human 
race through its long, sore and bitter 
iravail baa been moving onward and 
Upward and forward toward the final 
democracy of man," to the time when 
each human being shall be a man 
clothed with the right to contract, with 
the right to live his life, and not to be 
governed and ruled by such rules as 
the masters have ever imposed upon 
him. 


Nctm to Catch Workmen, 


Assemblyman Butler of the New 


York legislature has introduced a bill 
designed to protect men who are com- 
pelled to work on high buildings and 
on bridges. It provides tbat every con- 
tractor responsible for such work shall 
cause nets to be hung so that in case 
of accident a workman would fall into 
the net. 


"I think I would be safe in aaylng 


that half a hundred men have been 
killed or seriously injured on high 
buildings and bridges in Now York city 
during the last year," said Mr. Bntler. 
. "J-'huee men have fallen from the 
EuStTiver bridge. The body of one of 
them wo» not recovered. Since the last 
accident two tugs have been stationed 
in the East river for the purpose of 
Icklug up any men who may fall Into 


river from the bridge, 
ny person who has seen structural 
workers putting In place «ecl 


beams in modern skyscraper buildings 
will appreciate the necessity of afford- 
ing these men proper protection while 
engaged in their hazardous occupa- 
tion."

John UcMackla, commissioner of la- 


bor of New York state, has submitted 
to the legislature the annual report of 
the bureau of labor statistics. 


Tbe report include* tbe result* of an 


inquiry tot*) tbe earnings of borne 
workers In New York city tenements. A 
summary of tbe report follow*: 


Recent invectlgatlon* conducted by 


tbe United State* industrial commis- 
*lon and otber oficial bodies have re- 
vealed a decided change In tbe condi- 
tion of tbe unorganized worker* In tbe 
Mftfhfpy trade and atinilar purcitit* car- 
ried on la tbe tenement district* of tbe 
great dtiea. The old time "sweatshop" 
la tbe dwelling* ot tbe poor ha* well 
nigh disappeared in consequence of 
tbe legi*lative policy initiated In this 
atate in 1802. An act of tbat year 
amending tbe factory law made unlaw- 
ful tbe employment of any but imme- 
diate member* of tbe family In a work- 
room in any dwelling. Tbe effect of 
tbi* law wa* to divide tenement work 
place* into two dUtiuct classes—tbe 
family workroom In tb* dwelling and 
the workshop In a tenement building, 
but outside tbe dwelling. The large 
workshop thu* separated from tbe 
dwelling became fubject to tbe visita- 
tion of tbe factory inspector* tbe same 
a* otber manufacturing establishments, 
but the workroom In tbe. dwelling, be- 
ing wed solely by members of tbe fam- 
ily and constituting part of their borne, 
amid not be invaded by state or local 
official*. TO meet tbia situation tbe leg- 
islator* in 1880 prohibited the manu- 
facture of clothing and other specified 
article* in any tenement. bttUding ex- 
cept; with the pennlssioa of the »tate 
factory Inspector, who was to i*su* f 
license for *ucjh manufacture only 
when **ti*fled that the work would be 
done under proper nyglenlc and *ani- 
tary condition*.

While legislation was tbu* limiting 


tbe number of workmen who might be 
broogbt together in a dwelling place 
through the exclusion of all persons 
outside of tbe family, economic devel- 
opment was requiring tbe association 
of larger and larger number* of work- 
en iu a tingle work place in order tc 
obtain the full advantage of tbe prln 
ciple of tbe division of labor. The twt 
tendencle* combined to remove moat 
procwwe* in to* manufacture of cloth- 
ing from tbe dwelling to the district 
abop. What wa* left to be done in tht 
home was simply the finishing of gar- 
ments—tbe felling, the sewing on of 
buttons, etc.—a class of work tbat nat- 
urally falls into the hands of women. 
Besides these "home finishers," wbo 
comprise the vast majority of all tbe 
Lome worker* iu New York city tene- 
ments, there are a few custom and 
Journeymen tailors, each of whom 
make* tbe entire garment at bis home 
ii« in former time*, so that the workers 
on clothing comprise more than 23,000 
of the entire 27,000 persons who at last 
accounts worked in the licensed family 
workrooms in New York city. Ttiere 
were also among the home workers 
•otnewbat more than 1.000 makers of 
neckwear, nearly 1,000 maker* of arti 
ficial flower* and about the same num- 
ber of cigar maker*, while •mall num 
bers were engaged in the manufacture 
of millinery goods, white goods, fur 
goods, bat* and caps, purses, umbrel 
las, etc. 


Tbe sanitary conditions of family 


workroom* have been frequently iuves 
tigated in the interest of the protection 
of the public- health against tbe danger 
of dtseake transmitted through tene- 
ment made goods. But the economic 
condition of tbe home workers them 
aelre* is also a matter of general inter 
eit, which ha* not a* yet been ade 
qtiately described, chiefly on account 
of tbe difficulties attending tbe collec 
tton of statistic* among foreign born 
persons, who are generally ignorant of 
our language. But tbe factory Inspect- 
or*, who are brought into frequent 
contact with the borne workers in the 
course of tbeir dally duties, have nat- 
urally acquired some facility in hold 
ing Intercourse with them and were 
therefore, able while jaaaking their 
semiannual Inspection of tenement 
work-places in August to gather a suf- 
ficiently large number of reports to 
show forth with some approximation to 
accuracy the actual income of tbe home 
workers In metropolitan tenements. 


The average earnings among the 


mftle home workers were $290 for the 
first 9lx month* of 1002, but-nearly 
two-thirds of them (96 out of 157) were 
•killed workmen^tailors employed in 
inakiUg the entire garment). The aver- 
age earnings of, male borne,finishers, 
who^flnd on average of one belpei 
apiece, amounted „ to only $213 for the 
*lx months. This was supplemented by 
outside earnings oY other mftnbeH'ol 
tbe family, so that the total family in 
come, of male home finishers amouutec 
on the average to 9258 in the first half 
of tbe year 1902, which was further in 
creased to $274 by the letting of lodg 
lugs, etc. The custom tailors averaged 
1318 (1331 with outside work and $346 
With Income from board and lodgings) 
while Journeymen tailors avcragec 
$840 (or $402 including outside earn- 
ing* of otber member* of the family 
aud $433 with-receipt* from boarder* 
and lodgers). 


Tbe great majority of home workers 


being women. It Is especially impor- 
tant to consider their earning*. The 
average Income of 823 female home 
worker* In tbe first six mouths of 1002 
was $83, or $8.20 weekly. Even this 
figure 1* advanced by the presence of a 
•null - nunber of •well pitld-'skilled 
worker*, tbe average for the home li- 
bbers alone being only $78.71, which to 
•ttlrtMBt to 914* for each of tbe

It will 
therefore be *een tbat tbe borne finish 
er* work uancuaUy long hour*. 


Mention bas already been made ot 


tbe fact tbat $79 represent* the aver- 
age six month*' earning* of borne fin- 
isher* and their helper*. Tbe 722 te 
male finlabers bad 195 helpers, 01 
whom 82 were husband*. 58 relative* ot 
grown up sons and daughter* and 105 
minor children. It i* probable, howev- 
er, tbat more children than tbat actu- 
ally rendered some assistance, as par- 
ent* realixe tbe prejudice against child 
labor and bold back mention of tbe 
same. Of tb* 108 child helper* none 
wa* under eight year* of age, although 
there were 634 children below that age 
in tbese famine*; 7 were between eight 
and twelve year* of age oat of a total 
of 305 in tbat clan; 12 were between 
twelve and fourteen year* of age out 
of a total of 121 children iu tbat clan, 
24 were between fourteen and sixteen 
year* of age a* compared with 14" in 
tbat class, and 62 were between sixteen 
and twenty-one years of age a* com 
pared with' 241, most of tbe remalndei 
being engaged in outside employment*. 
With such onuide work of husband. 
children, etc.. tbe average six months' 
earning* per fawijy were $249, which 
was increased to $361 by tbe receipt ot 
money for, board' and lodgings. 


Small as are tbe "earnings of tbe borne 


finisher* 'tbey were «uperior to the* In 
come of maker* of artificial flower*. 
Tb* average earning* of sixty women, 
nearly all Italians, engaged in this 
trade in tbe first half of 1902 were only 
$7Q< and in earning *hl*, amount tbe 
atxty women bad fifty-seven helpers. 
'"In "view of tbe' low wage* paid in 
tbla trade it is worthy ef note tbat all 
of tbe worker* reported tbat they were 
employed directly by manufacturers 
and not by contractors, who by some 
person* are looked upon as superfluous, 
if not oppressive middlemen. 


The average number of week*: 


worked by,tbe 157 male home workert 
in the first six months of 1902 was 
twenty-two and three-quarters, and of 
tbe 823 women twenty-two and a half 
weeks. The majority (407 of 722) of the 
women who did "finishing" worked 
more or less steadily throughout tbe en, 
tire twenty-six weeks, tbe average 
number of weeks worked by all having 
been twenty-two and three-quarters 
Twenty-eight of the sixty women who 
made artificial flowers worked every 
week in the season, which includes 
few weeks at the close of 1901, but 
twelve worked only seventeen weeks 
out of the twenty-six and thus reduced 
the average time for all to nineteeu 
and three-quarter weeks. 


Tbe average age of ail tbe male home 


worker*, so far-** tbe fact could be as 
certained, was forty-six years. None 
was under twenty-one year* of age 
and thirteen were more than sixty 
years old. Tbe average age of female 
home worker* was thirty-seven years 
This was also tbe average of the home 
iinlshers, while the artificial flower 
makers averaged only 
thirty-three 


years. 


Of 158 male home workers 69 were 


Germans, 25 Italians and 18 Americans 
Most of the Germans reside in Brook 
lyn. Of 852 female home workers 51 
were Italians, ICG Germans and 130 
Americans, other nationalities bein) 
feebly represented. The predominance 
of the Italians among makers of artl 
ficlal flowers was especially marked.

"Are the Trades Unions Opposed to the 
Cnuroh?

Trade* unions are not opposed to the 


church. Trade* unions are organizec 
for a given purpose by men who h 
a common Interest in that line, bu 
whose ideas diverge greatly In other 
lines, and they should not permit the 
use of their organisation to antagonise 
their religious opinions. There is just 
a* large a percentage of nonunion 
workmen who do not attend the 
churches a* there is of trades union 
ists. There ia a widespread sentiment 
that tbe sympathies of the church have 
been on the side of the employers an< 
against the employee* in the industrial 
conflict* that have occurred in tbe past 
which bas found expression in sent!

fair minded men. We therefore request 
yon to write to Messrs. Marx * Haa* 
and inform them that you would re- 
aue*t them to settle the dispute with 
their employees, or otherwise you can- 
not afford to handle their good* as long 
at they are antagonizing organized la- 
|»or, who are your friend* and custpm- 
er*. By doing this you will aid us in 
gftting simple justice from this more 
tun unfair firm. Should this firm make 
settlement with us, you will be in- 
formed of the fact under tbe seal* of 
tbe joint organizations. Until »ncb 
time we trust there will be no report 
made to our office tbat Marx & Haas 
have shipped you any more good*. 
Kindly inform us what action yoq 
take in this matter, and any further 
information you may desire will be 
cheerfully furnished by writing to 
headquarters of joint executive board, 
911 Ptoe street. St. Louis, Mo." 


In addition to the sending of this cir- 


cular committees visited various mer- 
chants in St. Louis and vicinity to pre- 
sent the matter more fully, and In some 
Instances threat* were made by mem- 
bers of these committees that the pat- 
ronage of the boycotters and their 
friends would be withheld from certain 
merchant* unless they discontinued 
their business dealings with the cloth- 
ing company. In no instance, however, 
w«re thdre threats of resort to violence 
or unlawful .intimidation. 


The petition of the. clothing company 


concluded with tbe request that "the 
defendants, their associates, confeder- 
ates, agents and representatives, be en 
Jelned and restrained by a temporary 
order of injunction, to be made final 
upon tbe bearing of this cause, from 
boycotting or making effectual, pro- 
mulgating or in anywise proclaiming 
*ny boycott upon or ftgatn«t the plain- 
tiff or its goods, and from sending, cen- 
tering or delivering in any way to any 
perjion, firm, corporation or assocla- 
U0n any boycott notice, verbal or oth- 
erwise, referring to tbe plaintiff or its 
goods and from in any way menacing, 
hindering or obstructing the plaintiff 
from the fullest enjoyment of all the 
patronage, business and custom which 
it may possess, enjoy or acquire inde- 
pendent of the action of the said de- 
fendants or any of them." 


Judge Sherwood announced the opin- 


ion of the court. After stating the 
above fact* and reviewing the evi 
ttefoce given before the court below, he 
disposed of the question of tbe jurisdic- 
tion of the supreme court in the owe. 
Proceeding to the point in issue, he 
•aid: 


'"Section 14 of our bill of rights de 


clares that 'no law shall be passed im- 
pairing the freedom of speech; that ev- 
ery person shall be free to say, write 
ot publish whatever he will on any 
subject, being responsible for all' abuse 
of that liberty.' The evident idea of 
that section is penalty or puniahmenl 
and not prevention. Because, if pre- 
vention exists, then no opportunity can 
possibly arise for one becoming respou 
sible by sftylng, writing or publishing 
'whatever he will on any subject* The 
two ideas-'-fhe on* of absolute -freedom 
to 'say, write or publish whatever he 
will on any subject,' coupled with, re- 
sponsibility therefor, and tho other idea 
of preventing a toy snob free speech, 
free writing or free 'publication— can.- 
not coexist. And just here it must bfc 
observed that the right of frets speech, 
free writing or ftf e publication, wa* 
not. created by the constitution, whlc&

with pen or print, and to endeavor to 
persuade other* to aid them by all 
peaceable mean* in securing redress of 
such wrongs, what becomes of free 
speech and what of personal liberty? 
The fact that in exercising that free- 
dom they thereby do plaintiff an ac- 
tionable injury does not go a hair to- 
ward a diminution of their right of 
free speech, etc., for tbe exercise of 
which, if resulting in such injury, the 
constitution makes them expressly re- 
sponsible. But such responsibility ia 
utterly incompatible with authority in 
a court of equity to prevent such re- 
sponsibility from occurring." 


Judge Sherwood then stated tbat the 


question of the power of the court to 
enjoin in cases of intimidation, threats 
pf violence or of destruction of proper- 
ty wa* not passed upon, as not being 
Involved in the record, and concluded: 


'Holding these views, we affirm the 


decree of dismissal entered in favor of 
defendant* by the court below." 


Judge Robinson dissented from the 


above.

When the people of America helped 


Mitchell and the miner* they were 
helping- themselves. The whole people 
of ^America have before them the same 
fight to make with the same would be 
master. Pray God, we may find in our 
time of need as good a leader as the 
miners found. That affair in the val- 
leys of Pennsylvania was the first real 
uprising of tbe people against monopo- 
lists—and it was only the first. As al- 
ways, the organized workingmen fur- 
nished the "forlorn hope'' of liberty, 
because they were organized. 


Tbe men who claim to be the "mas- 


ters" of labor In the coal industry 
claim to be the masters of the consum- 
ers, of the people, of us in the market. 
Tbey mean to be tbe masters of labor- 
ers and of consumers in all markets. 
They are all the same men, It is all 
one great conspiracy, and the conspir- 
acy has gone so.'far that the more pros- 
perity the country has the less the peo- 
ple get of it. Well, Mitchell and hia 
miners gave the conspiracy its first 
black eye. They whipped it to a finish 
and with their starving bodies built a 
wall around all of us. 


Had these men broken tbe miners of 


the east they would ba^ e attacked the 
miners of tbe west. They would have 
attacked, one after the otber, all labor 
organizations, and then they would 
have devoured at their leisure the un- 
organized masses. It is literally, sci- 
entifically, accurately, alarmingly true 
that between the people and the money 
and monopoly power—that most terri- 
ble of all tyrannies—there stands today 
but one organization that can bold the 
fort while the people rally. That is the 
organization of labor.

Patrick Dolan, president of District 


No. 5. United Miue Workers of Amer- 
ica, aays: 


W&eu I said that only the union min- 


er* of the Pitttburg district would re- 
ceive the full Ueiielu of the new wage 
gcale which goes into effect on April 1. 
I meant every word of it. TUe opera- 
tors all understood it that \\ay before 
we left Indianapolis, aud while they 
may say that all employees will beuefit 
alike, the fact remains that the uiuon 
men will be the greatest bfiielicmriefi. 
I do not blame the operators for s^iv ing 
I was "only jokiiig" or for making the 
statements they did. for if I were au 
operator I would iia\e done the same 
But that does not alter the facts. The 
union miner will benefit by the new 
scale to a greater extent than Ins non- 
union brother. Therefore I wou'd ad- 
vise all nonunion meu to get into the 
organization before April l. 


Where the union man will benefit 


will be in the dead \\ ork scale. The ton 
uage wage will be uniform. The opera- 
tors could not afford to pay one man 
90 cents a ton and the man in the next 
room only 80 cents a ton, as it would 
involve a too complex system of book- 
keeping if nothing else. Besides it 
would breed dissatisfaction. But you 
must understand that every two weeks 
the pit boss is required to visit every 
miner and measure up the dead work 
be has done. Xow, it is to the advan- 
tage of the pit boss to get the work 
done for the least money. That is what 
he i* there for, to get all the coal out 
be con at the least cost to tlie operator 
He understands perfectly tue union's 
dead work scale. The dead work costs 
from |2 50 to $10 for every lOu tons of 
coal mined. The man who belongs to 
the union will get this. When pay day 
comes the nonunion man's envelope 
will be short. If he dares to Lick he is 
told to take his tools out. 


This system has been in vogue iu 


Ohio, Indiana and Illinois for years, 
while here in the Plttsburs district wt 
have been fighting the nonunion man's 
battles without any thanks from him. 
Heretofore the nonunion man has been 
receiving the full benefit of the scale 
and the union has taken pains to en- 
force it, even for the nonunion man 
We do not propose to do this any more 
and will let the nonmember of our or- 
ganization stand on his own bottom, as 
he desires to do, and then see where he 
will come out 


The referendum rote of the Brotber- 


hood of Locomotive Firemen on the 
$25,000 appropriation for the erection 
of a home for aged and disabled rail- 
way employees has been considered 
and passed by 10,000 majority.

early teens, it is important that thej 
should have plenty of fresh air am 
sunshine. This is prevented by tbei 
employment in factories, sweatshops 
stores, laundries, restamants, etc. ID 
deed nearly every occupation in wluci 
children are largely employed is moi 
confining than going to school Manj 
outdoor occupations, even, do inor 
harm than good, thus milk and paper 
are delivered before daylight, anc 
many messages and parcels are deliv 
ered at night, when the vitality of th 
youthful messengers is at a low cb1 
and when thej are especially apt I 
contract the cough which develops iut 
consumption. 


The germs of tuberculosis are s.n 


to be well nigh omnipresent, so tha 
safety from thorn lies only in one1 
power of resistance through robus 
health and in the sunshine and noui 
ishing food which are essential to th 
maintenance of that health.

have little power to resist disease.

ridge bone, the tongue and right foot 
of a scale, puf thereto a Bui's gall, 
seeth them all together, and make a 
cataplasive 
therof,

same upon a piece of Hyenas' skin 
and apply it 
acordingly,

Tawney, who bas been making a vigor- 
ous fight in congress to save the Alas- 
kan seals, declares that ns many as 30,- 
000 of these infant seals have perished 
of starvation in a year owing to the 
cruel slaughter of the mother seals by 
the poachers out at sea. It is explained 
that tbe Canadian sealers, who pos- 
sess no rookeries, are the principal of- 
fenders, as they are forced to hunt at 
sea. Tbe aggravating feature, human- 
ity aside, is that the Canadians are 
profiting by killing seals that Lave 
their homes on American soil and are 
therefore poaching at tbe expense of 
our sealers. 


Unless an international IUAV can be 


promulgated and rigidly enforced pro 
viding for tbe hunting of these valu 
able animals more humanely and more 
equitably to the United States th«> 
drastic measure suggested by Mr 
Tawney should be'ndoptcd—that is, to 
kill all the seals in Alaskan waters 
with the exception of 1,000 males and 
10,000 females, which it is proposed to 
colonize, irtuch as buffalo are colonize 
in Yellowstone pork, in order to pre 
serve the species to posterity.

Home Life Must Be Made Endurable 


By Rev. Dr. S. D. McCONNELL. Pastor of All Souls' Church, New York 


jEVER before was human life so secuve, so comfortable, 


so pleasant, as here and now. 


- We set out in this America of ours to guarantee 


"life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness." We have 
done it, but does any one really suppose that the com- 


panion "instinct of propagation" can be ignored or forgotten or 
suppressed without its having its revenges? Does society do well 
to make individual life easy and homes difficult? 


This opens up some dreadfully difficult questions—questions 


which seem at first sight to be economic or social or industrial, but 
which are at bottom moral. They are so hard to answer that we 
seldom tackle them, and they lead into discussions from which our 
delicacy shrinks, but they are life and death questions for all that. 


Of course the immediate c,ause of the condition deplored is 


the rapid growth of cities. It is largely a question of rents. So 
many people want to live upon the same spot of earth at the same 
time that the competition for its possession compels them to live 
not as they would, but as they can. 
THERE IS JfOT ROOM 


FOR FAMILIES AND FAMILY LIFE. 
Isolated individuals 


can be packed much closer than families can. 


It is very noteworthy, by the way, that almost all the efforts 


of philanthropists are at present directed to alleviating and bright- 
ening the lives of individuals. There are creches where the baby 
is kindly cared for, so that the mother can go out to work as an 
untrammeled individual. There are clubs galore for boys, for men, 
for girls, for mechanics, artists, workingmen and workingwomen, 
but THERE IS NOTHING- DOING EITHER TO MAKE 
HOME LIFE POSSIBLE OR ENDURABLE. 


The net result is that for multitudes family life is unattain- 


able, and for other thousands, more's the pity, it is not attractive. 
Meanwhile the affections starve or go astray or turn to bitterness. 
This, in a word, is the situation. It is one which deserves the im- 
mediate and earnest regard of the moralist, the patriot, the. Chris- 
tian.

Hut R*vl»e Measurement*. 


Frunz, the German astronomer, pub- 


lished two years ago ail exhaustive 
treatise on "The Mountains and Cra- 
ters of the Moon." In this work the 
latitude and longitude of eacli moun- 
tain aud crater were worked out, and 
since tbat time his book has been used 
u all the observatories of the world as 
the standard. Professor Pickering of 
Harvard has been at work recently on 
a new atlas of the moon and baa dis- 
covered, according to the Scientific 
American, that no account has beqn 
taken heretofore of the altitude, of the 
craters. He has discovered that the 
latitude and longitude measurements 
of each are greatly affected by the 
height. All previous measurements 
used in the study of the moon by as- 
tronomers will have to be corrected by 
the now series of tables, upon which 
Professor Pickering is still at work. 


Sun'* Antic* at Snniet. 


Cunous deformations of the sun'a 


disk as it sets have recently been 
studied by Dr. Prinz of the Royal Bel- 
gian observatory by the aid of photog- 
raphy, says a writer in Success. The 
most common of these are simply in- 
dentations of the disk Sometimes there 
is an appearance as of flames issuing 
symmetrically from opposite sides and 
uniting above iu a single jet, which 
disappears to give place to another 
formed in the same way. These phe- 
nomena, according to M. Prinz, nre due 
to horizontal layers of air of different 
density, -which refract the sun's light. 
Some such appearance of the solar disk 
at sunrise may ha\c originated the fa- 
miliar legend tbat on Easter morniuj; 
the sun dances as he rises

I sian doctor. A compound wblcb be has 


I invented la injected through tbe ueurt 
to tbe aorta, fc-o that all the blood In tbe 
| slaughtered animal's body is replaced 


by tbe preservative solution. This, It 
may be mentioned, does uot contain 
any dangerous antiseptic substance 
foreign to the organism, Tbe carcass is 
divided and packed in tinned iron box- 
es, and it Is strewn over slightly with 
salt. Tbe meat thus salted, containing 
no brine, remains soft, savory and di- 
gestible and keeps for a very long time 
without losing iUf Qualities. 


The amateur photographer, especial- 


ly when traveling, is apt to break tbe 
ground glass Iu his camera wben in a 
locality where it is impossible to obtain 
a new one. Of course It is a wise pre- 
caution always to keep a second ground 
glass on hand, but in case that is nut 
done there are a number of substitutes, 
one of which every photographer can 
provide, says the Brooklyn Eagle. A 
piece of plain smooth glass may be 
ground with emery, and If the work ii 
w?il done the ground glass thus pro- 
duced will bo as. Kood as the one fur- 
nished with the* camera. A glusK may 
be llnely ground in this way in about 
twenty minutes. 


An easier makeshift, but one that la 


not so good, Is to log a plato by expos- 
ing it to n weak light for an instant 
and then developing it to a light gray 
color. Wben the plate is fixed aud 
dried, it may be used In place of tbe 
ground glass in an emergency. Anoth- 
er excellent method is to flow a piece 
of plain glas» with ground glass substi- 
tute. A little bottle of this substitute is 
easily carried with one when traveling 
or a piece of glass may be flowed with 
a varnlHh which has little body to it. 
Borne photographers have even been 
known to use s piece of glass slightly 
waxed, while others have used the 
plain glass. It require)* some experi- 
ence, however, to use a plain glass 
with success. 


A Piano Improvement.
